Washington, May 17.—The total of 

the third Liberty Loan is $4,170,019,650, 
an oversubscription of 89 per cent 
above the three billion minimum 
sought. The number of subscribers was 
about 17,000,000. Every federal re- 
serve district oversubscribed, the Min- 
neapolis district going to 172 per cent, 
the highest, and the New York district 
to 124 per cent, the lowest. The At- 
lanta district was fourth in per cent of 
quota subscribed, having raised: $136,- 
653,350, or ch t98 cent. Kansas City, 
and St. Louis re second and third re- 
spectively. 
_ In announcing these figures today, 
nearly two weeks after tne campaign 
closed, the treasury explained that the 
total may be sete Alas slightly. by later 
reports. - 

The feat of the Atlanta district was 
the topic of favorable comment about 
the treasury today. Throughout near- 
ly all.of the four weeks’ campaign the 
district stood at the bottom, owing to 
the tardiness of banks to repogt sub- 
acriptions and of subscribers to place 
their pledges'd6n record by payment of

With His Hands 


Mortally Shot, Lieut. Pel- 
lache Continues to Fight. 
Lieut. Fitz Gerald, Shot 
Through Head, Leads Till 
He Dies.

With the American Army in France, 
May 17.—(By the Associated Pwess.)— 
Additional instances of unusual 
bravery by American troops on the 
battle front in Picardy have become 
known. Both Lieutenant James Pel- 
lache, a Harvard man and son of a 
New York artist, and Lieutenant 
Stephen Fitz Gerald, a well-known Bos- 
ton athlete, have been killed, but their 
deeds will live. 

Lieutenant PeHNache went out with a 
working party which was attacked by 
Germans. Pellache was shot and mor- 
tally wounded, but he continued to 
fight with his hands and strangled a 
German, and in so doing encouraged 
and inspired his companions. 

Lieutenant Fitz Gerald was shot 
through the head while leading a pla- 
toon in No Man’s Land in a day raid 
against a German machine gun. He 
refased aid and continued to lead his 
men, when a second bullet felled him. 

Jack Fritz, of Boston, led a platoon 
into No Man’s Land. When attacked 
by superior German forces he ordered 
his own men back to the trenches and 
remained alone in No Man’s Land and 
fought the Germans single-handed with 
grenades and broke up their forma- 
tion. Fritz was wounded. 


The foregoing dispatch obviously has 
been censored.

During the last day the activity of 
ithe enemy has been most pronounced 
lat the tips of ‘the salients driven into 
| the allied lines in the Ypres and Somme 
fronts. There was a notable increase 
in the German artillery fire on the Lys 
front in front of Hazebrouck, while 
Hailles, east of Amiens, has again been 
deluged with German shells. At this 
point the French have made notable 
advances of late and at no time since 
the German wedge ceased to move ear- 
ly in April has this region been quiet 
The perfect weather that has pre- 
vailed for several days over the entire 
western front has led to an ypusual 
number of battles between aerial 
squadrons. In these combats the ene- 
my seems to have suffered heavily and 
while the allies have not escaped un- 
scathed, they appear to have maintain- 
ed their mastery of the air. Eddie 
Rickenbacker, the former automobile 
race driver, now with the American 
flying forces on the Toul front,. has 
added another German machine to his 


record. 


MANY RAIDS 
ON TRENCHES. 

All along the front in France the 
tension under which the men are 
working has been reflected by the 
large number of trench raiding forays. 
Nowhere, however, has there been a 
conflict. which might be considered 
more than a skirmish. 

There have been no more reports 
from Rome or Vienna relative to 
operations on the Italian front, where 
on Thursday the Italians made deter- 
mined attacks on Austrian positions 
east of the Brenta river. é 

A summary of the military situation 
on the western front given out by the 
British general staff states that an- 
other terrific attack by the Germans 
is imminent. It is indicated that the 
British expect the new attack to be on 
as great a scale as that of March 21, 
when the fighting was begun over a 
front of 50 miles. The halt in the 
German assault has given the Teutons 
a chance to refonm their shattered 
divisions, it is admitted, but it also 
has allowed the allies to strengthen 


their lines.

Irishmen Have Been in 
Communication With the 
German Government. 


London, May 18—A considerable 
number of arrests have been made in 
Dublin and throughout Ireland, a@c- 
cording to a dispatch to The Times 


from The Dublin Times at 2 o’clock 
Saturday morning. 


Dublin, May 17.—A proclamation is- 
sued tonight says a «ferman plot in 
Ireland has been discovered. In the 
proclamation the viceroy calls upon all 
Irishmen to defeat the conspiracy. 

The proclamation of the lord Heuten- 
ant says: ‘ 

‘Whereas, it has come to our knowl-< 
edge that certain subjects of his majes- 
ty, the king, domiciled in Ireland,, 
have conspired to enter and have en- 
tered into treasonable communication 
with the German enemy, and . 
‘‘Whereas, such treachery is a men- 
‘ace to the fair name of Ireland and 
its glorious military record, a record 
which is a source of intense pride to 
a country whose sons always distin- 
guished themselves and fought with 
such heroic valor in the past, in the 
same way as thousands of them are 
now fighting in this war, and 
| “Whereas, drastic measures must be 
taken to put down this German plot, 
which means will be sdlely directed 
against that plot; 

“Now, therefore, we, the lord liew- 
tenant of Ireland and governor general 
of Ireland, have thought fit to issue 
this proclamation declaring as follows: 

“That it is the duty of all loyal sub- 
jects.of his majesty to assist in every 
way his majesty’s government in Ire- 
land to suppress this treasonable con- 
spiracy and to defeat the treacherous 
attempt of Germany to defame the 
honor of Irishmen for their own ends.” 

“That we hereby call upon all loyal 
subjects of his majesty in Ireland to 
aid in crushing such conspiracy and, 
so far as in them lies, to assist in se- 
curing an effective prosecution of the 
war and the welfare and safety of the 
empire. 

“That as a means to this end we shall 
cause still further steps to be taken 
to facilitate and encourage voluntary 
enlistment in Ireland in his majesty’s 
forces in the hope that, without resort 
to compulsion, the contribution of Ire- 
land to these forces may be brought up 
to the proper strength and made to 
correspond to the contributions of oth- 
er parts of the empire.” 


IRISH LEADERS 
DENOUNCE DRAFT. 


Dublin, May 17.—At a meeting of 
forty-five members of the Irish party

The formal report of the council in- 
vestigation committee, which was‘sign- 
ed by each member of the body Friday 
morning, recommends the reorganizing 
of the Atlanta detective department, 
with a chief to be named by the chief 
of police; recommends an amendment 
to the city charter that will give coun- 
cil the right to abolish the board of 
police commissioners by consent of the 
people; names the city officials and ex- 
officials who received contraband liquor 
from the police station, and condemns 
the police officers and detectives who 
were shown to have received such 
liquors. 

The special committee also teok no- 
tice of the alleged leniency on the part 
of the state courts toward habitual 
blind tigers, and urges that the courts 
deal more severely with this evil. 

The committee finds that there is 
some jealousy among the members of 
the police force and the detectives, but 
that this feeling is not of sufficient pro- 
portions to hurt“the efficiency of the 
department. The discipline in the de- 
tective department is lax, according to 


the committee, and efficiency does not, 


exist in that department. 
Tribute Paid Benvers. 

The committee pays a tribute to 
Chief of Police James L. Beavers by 
giving him full credit for stopping the 
irregularities in the police station with 
regard to the use of confiscated liquors 
by officers and others. 

In making up the report the com- 
mittee extended thanks to Police Com- 
missioners Aldine Chambers and J. C. 
Little, members of the first investiga- 
tion committee, for the assistance given 
the council committee, and City Clerk 
Walter Taylor, who acted as clerk of 
the committee, was also thanked for 
his faithful service: 

In part, the report of the committee 
is as follows: . 

“We find that the department on the 
whole is in harmony with the chief of 
police, with but few exceptions: 

“There is inefficiency. in the detec- 
tive department, and discipline is lax. 
Cases of drinking were found among 
members of the detective force, and 
evidence was brought before the com- 
mittee to show that an understanding 
and friendliness exist between some 
of the detectives and notorious vio- 
lators of the law, that is incompatible 
wjth the proper enforcement of. the 
law.” 

Frcquent instances, says the report, 
of misconduct on the parts of men in 
the detective department were brought 
out, some of which might have in- 
volved n&n-attention to duty, and the 
most flagrant of these were in connec- 
tion with blind-tiger liquor  con- 
fiscated end taken to the police sta- 
tion, where it was made free with by 
certain detectives for their own use 
and for their friends and official su- 
periors.

Before that time 
there seemed to be but little system 
about keeping the liquors that were 
held for evidence at the station house, 
which gave the detectives and others 
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en comes the recommendation that 
the city charter of Atlanta be amended 
sO as to give the mayor and council 
the power to abolish the board of police 
commissioners at any time, and provid- 
ed the issue of such abolishment, to- 
gether with the system by which it is 
proposed to manage the police depart- 
ment in lieu of the present system, be 
submitted to a vote of the ptople at 
some regular election and approved by 
a majority of the qualified voters. 

A recommendation is also made that 
the detective department be reorganized 
with a head who shall be nominated by 
and directly under the authority ef the 
chief of police, and the observation is 
made that the committee considers that 
efficiency of the detective department 
under the present organization is im- 
possible. 


Censure for Officials. 


The report closes with the following 
paragraph: 

“We strongly censure the conduct of city 
and police officials in taking or procuring 
confiscated liquor from the police barracks, 
either for their own use or that of others. 
Such conduct in addition to being illegal, 
could not have other than a demoraNzing 
effect on the members of the police force. 
Police officers cannot be expected to show 
the proper diligence and zea® in the en- 
forcement of the law when it is a notorious 
fact that their official superiors are them- 
selves frequently violating the law. Nor 
are members of the force who secured 
liquor under these circumstances to be in 
any way excused or exonerated because 
of the example set them by their official 
superiors. We think, however, that the sys- 
foe now in use and as at present enforced 
and recommend that it be continued. 

We urge our courts to co-operate with 
the police in putting a stop to the opera- 
tions of habitual offenders by imposing 
chaingang sentences on persistent violators 
of the law.

The citizens-council committee, ap- 
pointed by council to oppose the peti- 
tion of the Georgia Railway and Power 
company for an increase in rates, is- 
sued an additional statement yesterday 
in which it is claimed that the Atlan- 
ta Gas Light company, a subsidiary of 
the power company, is enjoying pros- 
perity under the present rates. 

The committee gives figures to show 
that the gas company’s net income in 
1917, over and above operating ex- 
penses, was sufficient to pay a dividend 
of 6 per cent on preferred stock of 
$600,000; to pay a dividend of more 
than 12 per cent on common stock of 
$1,014,625; to pay interest at 5 per cent 
on outstanding bonds of $1,150,000, and 
still leave a cash surplus of $17,240.05. 

The company, it is claimed, in order 
to make an apparent deficit on 1917 
business; charges an alleged depre- 
ciation of $106,442.87 on its plant and 
deducts the dividends, which it declared 
and set aside for payment. 


Statement of Committee. 
The statement follows: 


Atlanta Constitution: The petition of the 
Georgia Railway and Power company in- 
cludes a proposed increase in its charges for 
gas of 33 1-3 per cent. in view of that, your 
cominittee desires to submit the following: 

The gas company (the stock of which is 
owned by the Georgia Rallway and Electric 
company) asserts that in the year 1917 its 
operations resulted in a deficit amounting 
to $98,600.83. The facts are as follows: 

The Atlanta Gas Light company’s capital- 
ization consists of $600,000 in preferred stock 
bearing a.6 per cent cumulative dividend; 
$1,014,625 of common stock, and $1,150,000 
on outstanding bonds. That makes a total 
outstanding capitalization of $2,764,625, 
which, hereafter, will be assumed to repre- 
sent cash paid in. ~- 

From_¥the advance annual reports of the 
gas company, filed with the Georgia rall- 
road cémmissien, it appears that 
year eRding December 31, 1917, the gas com- 
pany’s’ net income over and above operating 
expenses, taxes and rent amounted to $241,- 
581.55. 

To convert that net income into a deficit 
the company makes the following deduc- 
tions: 
it declared and set aside for payment, 
amounting to $86,000, or 6 per cent, on the 
preferred stock, and a payment of $129,179 
(equivalent to more than 12 per cent) on the 
common stock, making total dividends of 
$165,170.

By deducting the $165,170 dividends from 
its net income of $241,581.55 the company 
had left the sum of $76,411.55.

Obviously if the operations of the com- 
pany really resulted in such a deficit as 
claimed, then the declaration of dividends 
in 1917, amounting to $165,170, was a re- 
markabie piece of financing. 


Real Surplus of $30,569.18. 

If we assume the depreciation and fire 
losses to be as much as the company claims, 
it would seem to have been better first to 
have deducted from its net income the sum 
of $58,487.50 as interest on bonds and notes, 
then to have deducted $10,082 for fire losses, 
and then deducted the further sum of $106,- 
442.87 on account of the alleged deprecia- 
tion. Those deductions would total $175,- 
012.37. When subtracted from the net in- 
come of $241,581.55 there would have been 
left $66,569.18 available dividends. The com- 
pany then could have paid its regular 6 per 
cent dividend on preferred stock, amounting 
to $36,000, and had left a cash surplus of 
$30,569.18 for the year 1917. 

The annual! reports of the gas company to 
the Georgia railroad commission are not 
available beyond 1912. The advance annual 
reports of the company for the year ending 
December 31, 1912 to 1917, inclusive, have 
been examined, and show the following: 

The net income over operating expenses, 
taxes and rent from 1912 to 1917, inclusive, 
amounted in the aggregate to $2,162,577.90. 
Out of that sum the company, if it so de- 
sired, could have paid all interest on its 
bonds, amounting for the six years to $345,- 
000; it could have paid each year the regu- 
lar 6 per cent dividend on its preferred 
stock, amounting for the six years to $216,- 
000; and it could have paid each year a 
10 per cent dividend on the common stock, 
amounting to $608,775 for the six-year period. 
Those disbursements would have totaled $1,- 
169,775. Out of the remainder it could 
have deducted the further sum of 3106,- 
442.87 to cover alleged depreciation in 1917, 
and still have left $886,360.03 at the end of 
1917 as an accumulated surplus. That sur- 
plus, averaged over the six-year period, 
would be $147,772 a year; and using that 
average surplus, in less than two more years 
the accumulated surplus would have been 
sufficient to have retired at once the entire 
bonded indebtedness of the company. 

Or, had the company desired, it could 
have paid each year all interest on its bonds, 
a 6 per ce dividend on its preferred stock, 
a 10 per t dividend on its common stock, 
and charged off for depreciation an average 
of $106,442.87 for each of the six years 
(amounting to $638,657.82 in the aggregate) 
and still had left at the end of 1917 a sur- 
plus of $354,145.68. Based on the same aver-

TEACHING GORDON NEN 


Commodore Longfellow Shows 
Soldiers How to Be Efficient 
in Emergencies. 


Commodore W. EB. Longfellow, of the 
first-aid division of the American Red 
Cross association, has opened up a most 
interesting campaign of work at Camp 
Gordon this week, that of teaching the 
soldiers efficiency in emergeucies of a 
military nature. 

Transporting a wounded comrade 
when there are no stretchers handy, 
bringing a man out of No Man’s Land 
under heavy fire, and many other use- 
ful tricks of this kind are being taught 
by Commodore Longfellow, and the sol- 
diers are taking great interest in his 
courses. 

Commodore Longfellow’ has been for

GIVEN MALARIA TEST 


Blood Is Taken From Ears to 
Detect Plosmodiae 
Bacilli. 


Camp Wheeler, Macon, Ga., May 17.— 
(Special.)—Every officer and enlisted 
man in Camp Wheeler, from Major 
General Lyon to the. most ordinary of 
the buck privates, are having a needle 
stuck in one of his ears. Four doctors, 
each accompanied by two enlisted men. 
are doing the ear pricking. 

The ddctors are not bloodthirsty, but 
Colonel Bliss, commander of the base 
hospital, wants to find the material 
carriers in camp, and in order to find 
them it is necessary to examine their 
blood. He is anxious to find if the 
man carries any plasmodiae in his sys- 
tem. 

Only a drop of blood is taken from 
each man’s ear. Of the first 700 drops 
of blood examined in the base hospi- 
tal during the campaign, it was found 
that 1.4 of them were malaria carriers. 
That is, they have malaria in the sys- 
tem, or plasmodiae in their blood, and 
will have to be isolated or treated until 
they are no longer dangerous. 

The campaign which is being waged 
will mean that 1,500 drops of blood are 
being drawn daily from the ears of the 
men of the Dixie division. Each drop 
of blood so taken is labeled with the 
name, rank and organization of the 
owner of the ear from which it was 
extracted and the time of extraction. 
Each drop is then put on a miscropic 
slide, satined and miscroscopically ex- 
amined and the result recorded by a 
score of trained biologists. 


Colonel Bliss stated today there is no 
malaria in camp at the present time, 
but mosquitoes are beginning to bite 
now, and in about three weeks the first 
cases of malaria are expected to ap- 
pear. He says that malaria can be 
eradicated as completely as _ yellow 
fever. He says that everything possi- 
ble will be done to eradicate ,it from 
Camp Wheeler.

A report compiled by the local gov- 
ernment board on information from 
German sources shows a 
birth rate in Germany during the three 
years, 1916-17, inclusive, equivalent to 
the loss of two million tnfants. Forty 
per cent fewer birth occurred in 1916 
than in 1918. These figures are com- 
pared with a decrease of 10 per cent in 
the birth rate in England and Wales. 

The infantile death rate in Germany 
has been kept well down, but neverthe- 
less, the report shows, is 60 per cent 
higher than in England and Wales. 
This fact has led to a large extension 
of infant welfare work in Germany, in 
which voluntary societies have played 
an active part, but the movement is be- 
coming one increasingly in the control 
of the municipalities.

| Rules Are Suspended 
During Period of War

On account of government control of 
railroads, the Georgia railroad commis- 
sion on Friday suspended for the period 
of the war reciprocal demurrage rules 
and penalties which have been in force 
in e state on all intrastate freight 
since 1906. As these rules were in 
some ‘respects in conflict with the gov- 
ernment regulations, and as the fed- 
eral control removed the need for these 
rules, the comanission felt it desirable 
to formally remove them.

NOTED ARMY AIRMAN 
KILLED AT MINEOLA 


Fall of 50 Feet Fatal to Capt. 
Resnati, of the Italian 
Service. 


New York, May 17.—In a fall of only 
fifty feet, Captain Antonio Resnati, fa- 
mous Italian army aviator, was killed 
beneath the wreckage of a new Italian- 
made Caproni biplane at the Hazelhurst 
aviation field, Mineola, today. 

Resnati’s machine, brought into this 


country a few days ago and assembled 
by Italian mechanics, ‘side-stepped”’ 
when the pilot attempted to make a 


One wing struck the field and the craft 
overturned, falling upon the aviator 
and crushing him to death. 

Investigation by a board of army 
airplane officers, it was announced to- 
night, showed that there was nothing at 
fault with the construction or assem- 
bling of the biplane. A rough spot on 
the ground from which the flight start- 
ed, the board stated, slowed up the as- 
cent, and when Resnati attempted to 
make a turn the machine Jacked suffi- 
cient momentum. 

Resnati, upon his own request, was 
taking the new plane on its maiden 
trip. The machine was to have been 
sent to Chicago for exhibition purposes. 

Major Thomas Hitchcock and five 
other army officers designated by Ma- 
jor E. L. Canady, commander of the 
flying field, conducted the investiga- 
tion into the accident. ; 

The Italian flight captain, who came 
to the United States to demonstrate 
the efficiency of large airplanes in war, 
had an international reputation. After 
serving as an aviator with the Italian 
farces on the Isonzo front, where he 
was wounded five times, Resnatit 
brought a Caproni plane here and per- 
formed the brilliant feat of carrying 
nine passengers from Hampton Roads, 
Va., to Mineloa, a distance of 325 miles, 
in four hours and 25 minutes. 
ENSIGN CRAWLEY 
KILLED WHILE FLYING. 

Norfolk, Va., van 4 17.—Ensign Calvin 
Crawley, U. S. N. R., of St. Louis, was 
killed ‘at the Hampton Roads naval 
operating base air school lrere : today 
when a seaplane in which he was flying 
struck a pile in landing. 

A companion of Ensign Crawley, 
whose name could not be learned to- 
night, was not badly injured. 

At the time of the accident Ensign 
Crawley was diving ,for a landing in 
the bay just off the base aviation 
school, and it is believed misjudged his 
distance. The nose of the plane struck 
the water and collided with the pile, 
burying itself in the mud.

guess as to the length of time it will require 
to conquer him. 

But, said this foremost private citizen of 
the land, in a masterly address before the 
Win-the-War-for-Permanent- Peace conven-

And when that force is fully gathered— 
when the “will of the people’ is wholly 
alienated from personal! interest and concen- 
trated upon the one common, all-important 
objective of winning the war at whatever 
cost in individual sacrifice—it will, indeed, 
be well nigh “irresistible!” 

Furthermore, as we gather strength and 
concentrate our potential forces upon our 
overseas objective those with whom we are 
associated therein wiil proportionately be 
encouraged and heartened and strengthened. 
So, the former president went on to say— 


_ Let's have it known ‘to the world, 
let's have it heralded in London and in 
Paris to hearten our allies; let’s have 
it sounded in Berlin, that all the energy 
of this country, all its potential power, 
is to be converted into force. It will take 
fully two years—perhaps three—to fulfill 
proper plans of preparation. We should 
face the facts. We should realize what 
is before us. We should discard unjusti- 
fied optimism. We should set our faces 
stern and unbending for but one pur- 
pose—“War, War, War!” 

In a republic, which, as such, is “never 
prepared for war,” as General Winfield Scott 
is historically quoted as once having said, 
“War, War, War!” sounds rather incongru- 
‘ous and out of harmony with the propriety 
of things. Ordinarily, so it is; but this is an 
extraordinary day we are living in—times 
the like of which the world never before ex-: 
perienced—and the power that is tearing at 
the very heart of civilization, seeking to 
strip mankind of all semblance of human 


liberties and to substitute autocratic power 


publican government’ everywhere in the 
world, is an extraordinary power. 

It is a power that must be crushed: and 
it is a power that can be crushed only, as 
President Wilson said in his speech in Bal- 
timore at the launching of the third Liberty 
Loan campaign, “by force!” 

And that is why it is altogether appro- 


to our institutions and our liberty—that the 
American people should pay heed to the 
wise words of Mr. Taft and “set our faces 
stern and unbending for but one purpose— 
War, War, War!”

As for “sacrifice’—who of us who has 
not given a husband, a son, a father or a 
brother to his country has even the faintest 
eonception of what “sacrifice” means? — 

For a definition of “gacrifice” go to the 
mother, as she sits the framed por 
trait of a strapping young man in her 
hands, wondering what is to become of 
him. ” , 

Of the young woman in the weeds of 
widowhood, with an official-looking form- 
dispatch in her hands, and with a youngster 
or two at her knee, as she stares into space 
wondering what will become of the family 
now, without him! 

Or the father, the apple of whose eye 
—the young hopeful in whom so much of 
life and confidence and future has been 
placed in’store—has just marched away to 
—where? and what—for country! 

Or go to one of the young heroes him- 
self—who on the threshold of life and ca- 
reer, stoppéd, turned his head at the call of 
country, faced about and went away with- 
out opening the door; without count of cost, 
whether it is to be paid in years of time, 
a limb, sight or life itself! 

Any one of those can tell you something 
about what “sacrifice” means! 


TOO LATE! 


When Senator Hardwick’s pet bill against 
the sending of American troops overseas for 
service in France was called up in the senate 
its author moved that it be “indefinitely 
postponed”—in other words, that it be 
killed! 

But this action upon Hardwick’s part 
came altogether too late to save him from 
any measure of the opprobrium and the 
disgrace that attaches to his origina! intent, 
as expressed by that bill. . 

The intent back of that bill was to do 
harm. It was to hamstring the administra- 
tion and to complicate its responsibility for 
the successful prosecution of the war. It 
was to obstruct, and to hamper the govern- 
ment—if not to render the country utterly 
impotent as a belligerent factor against the 
enemy. 

Its harm was done by its introduction. 
It would have wrecked the country had its 
purposes and the intent at the bottom of it 
been realized, as the author of it hoped. 

Fortunately, and as was to have been 
expected, the senate brushed the bill aside, 
paying scant attention to it. 

But the sting had been thrust at the 
vitals of the country, nevertheless: and the 
mere fact that it missed its mark by no 
manner of means and to no degree detracts 
from the insidiousness of its purpose, nor 
mitigates the culpability of its sponsor for 
what its effects would have been had his 
aspirations borne fruit in the way intended. 

One man might draw a béad on another's 
heart and pull the trigger, only to find that 
his gun was loaded with a defective car- 
tridge; or by reason of poor marksmanship 
the bullet might miss the heart. 

But this would not in the least detract 
from the heniousness of the would-be assas- 
sin’s intent when he loaded the weapon and 
when he pulled the trigger! ‘ 

An anarchist might attempt wholesale 
Slaughter by means of a bomb; but if the 
fuse happened to be defective and the bomb 
to miss fire. that fact would not ameliorate 
the horror of the intent and purpose of the 
man who hurled the explosive! 

Or a desperate villain might light a 
match intending to blow up a building with 
a keg of powder; but if, before he could 
ignite the powder, the flame should die out, 
the fact that his purpose miscarried, while 
possibly saving many lives, does not change 
the motive and the intent to do harm. 

At the time Hardwick introduced this 
deadly measure and pleaded for its enact- 
ment American boys were fighting in France, 
and hundreds of thousands of others were 
preparing to go. The only possible effect 
that measure could have had upon them was 
to dishearten and demoralize the brave 
young fellows abroad and discourage and 
detract from the efficiency of those still at 
home. 

And now, after he sees that his dart has 
proven a boomerang to his own politica] for- 
tunes—for him to sneak in at this late day 
and stealthily cart away the infernal ma- 
chine he originally set, and which did not 
explode as per schedule, is only a political 
trick that will deceive no one.

Obstruction Ordinance Is Defeated 


The street committee of council Friday 
afternoon rejected bids that Jave been made 
on the Peachtree street paving and ordered 
the city chief of construction to proceed 
at once to make preparation for the city to 
do this big paving job with its own forces. 

The committee also turned down the or- 
dinance that had been introduced in coun- 
cil by Alderman Hatcher to instruct the chief 
of police to remove all railings and other 
sidewalk obstructions within sixty days. 

The first question to. come bdefore the 
committee was the obstruction ordinance, 
and there were many prominent citizens and 
property owners in attendance upon the 
session to protest against the enforcement 


-of the law, making the plea that this was 


@ most inopportune time for building which 
would be forced upon the owners should 
the ‘ordinance be adopted; protesting that 
the public had made no demand for this or- 
dinance, and many of them arguing that the 
congested condition of Atlanta’s was becauseé 
of its large volume of business, and that 
while its streets had been outgrown, the 
sidewalks were yet capable of carrying all 
the foot passengers safely and without in- 
convenience under ordinary circumstances, 


Captain English Protests. 

Captain James W. English, president of 
the Fourth National’ bank, whose building 
has a stairway and a railing that extends 
slightly upon the sidewalk on Peachtree 
street, protested against the passage of the 
ordinance, saying his bank was seeking to 
bring about improvements in the building 
with a view toward using the basement 
floor for banking purposes when the rall- 
road offices gave up their leases to this 
floor. and stated that while he would great- 
ly prefer that the bank be not forced to 
remodel the stairway leading to the base- 
ment of the building, yet he would like for the 
committee to visit the building and look over 
the situation with him with reference to 
a betterment of the situation. “If you find 
that the stairway and railing must go in the 
interest of the public good,” said Captain 
English, “you will find me co-operating 
with you to the fullest extent.” 

_ Judge George Hillyer, owner of the build- 
ing on the corner of Alabama and Broad 
streets now under lease to the Atlanta Na- 
tional bank, made a protest against the or- 
dinance, which, he declared, was being 
brought up at an inopportune time, consid- 
ering the war, and the great expense that 
remodeling buildings would entail 
those who would have to make changes now. 
He also said that the building has stood 
there for many years with the present pro- 
jections, having been erected after the plans 
were approved by the city building inspec- 
tor. 

Robert F. Maddox, former mayor of the 
city, and president of the Atlanta National 
bank, declared the people had made no de- 
the ordinance, and that it was 
a question that is being much magnified 
by Alderman Haicher. “I never dreamed 
that the public was being inconvenienced by 
these obstructions until I read of this or- 
dinance,” said he.

Collier to prepare immediately for getting 
things in shape to do the new paving on 
Peachtree street from James to Pine, with 
the city force.

In Aeroplane Construction 


Editor Constitution: I don’t know that 
there can be'too much alring of the seeming 
useless delay in construction of aircraft by 
the government while influence alien to its 
best interest is rife, and when this view is 
strengthened by the progress of other war 
activities. a 

If it is true, as claimed, that our success 
depends largely on the number of effective 
aeroplanes. there should be no delay about 
their. construction if facilities are in reach; 
and looking at the matter in a _ technical 
light, it is difficult to see why they cannot 
be manufactured in large numbers. Fiying 
is far beyond the experimental stage except 
for training fliers; flying is done skillfully 
with heavy loads. No man or number of 
men should be allowed to delay the matter 
with new or embryonic ideas pertaining to 
motors or body designs. The country has 
no time to delay tKe aircraft if we are cor- 
rectly informed; no time to experiment or 
listen to inventors or promoters with even 
promising but undeveloped ideas, when such 
delay may mean the jeopardizing of the lives 
of thousands of American soldiers, facing a 
foe skilled in every line of attack.

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CANKER SORES. 

The little painful ulcers that come in the 
mouth without apparent cause and give #0 
much distress are, like corns, warts, moles 
and other trifles, much more difficult to 
treat than the serious diseases a doctor en- 
counters every day. 

No one seems to know the cause of 
canker sores. The books, in the well known 
way of merical books, neatly evads the sub- 
ject. I have pored through a scandalous 
number of ancient and modern medical tomes, 
and nary a word did I find about the cause 
of canker sores.

septic in the toilet of the mouth, by taking 
into the mouth excessively hot liquids. The 
microbes seize the opportunity and lodge 
in the aree of injury to set up a small 
necrosis of mucous membrane and the in- 
evitable ulceration. 

The best treatment I know for canker 
Sores is daily touching of the sores with 
half strength tincture of iodine in America 
(half tincture, half alcohol) or full strength 
tincture in Canada, the iodine being applied 
on a wisp of absorbent cotton wrapped 
about the end of a toothpick. Thea the 
v.ctim should religiously rinse the mouth 
before and after eating with a solution of 
all the boric acid freshly boiled water will 
take up. When canker sores frequently re- 
cur, it is time, according to my theory, to 
have a search made for the septic focus 
In tunsils, teeth or nasal accessory cavities 
(sinuses).

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Country Is Ready for Local 
Taxation for School Purposes

‘Editor Constitution: I have been reading 
your various articles regarding local tax- 
ation for country schools, Primarily, let 
me say I think you are right; local taxation 
will raise the country schools to the 
standard of city schools. But you seem to 
labor under a delusion in that wou seem to 
think it will be a great sacrifice to thus 
assess local taxation fin rural districts, Such 
is not the case. The wealth of Georgia is 
not in her cities any more. It fs in the coun- 
try districts. 

In 1917 Georgia produced 1,781,500 bales 
of cotton; counting sale of seed, it averaged 
$150 per bale, totaling $267,288,5900— 
wealth produced by cotton alone. Ada 
other money crops to that and I am sure 
the total will run to $500,000,000—wealth 
created in the rural districts of Georgia. 
Thus the wealth created by farmers alone 
in 1917 was greater than the taxable values 
of Atlanta, Savannah, Macon, Columbus, 
Rome, Athens, Augusta and LaGrange. 

The credit system has passed; that wealth 
was net increase. So you see, the rural 
districts are able and willing to pay the tax. 
They are voluntarily doing it in many dis- 
tricts. I, myself, am sending my 16-year-old 
son to school in the country because its stand- 
ard is better than tne town school. ~ The 
board of trustees taxed me $3 to augment the 
state fund. He is getting much better. teach- 
ing than is my other son im a city school. 
Practically everybody is ready to pay the 
tax in the country. The city population is 
now the poor population. They are worry- 
ing about fuel, high cost of living, small 
salaries, ete. The countryman is roasting 
before a wood fire, has no heatless Monday, 
no wheatless Tuesday or meatless Wednes- 
day. 

He is only worried about what make of 
automobile to buy, and a tax of § mills 
or 1 cent would not ruffle a hair on his head. 
So don’t debate the question any more. It 
is not debatable. 

The farmer wants to educat? his children 
and is able and willing to pay for itr Let 
The Constitution go ahead and get it for 
him in the quickest way.

Deformed Son of Wealthy 
‘‘Richmond Family Escapes 
Trial for Murder.

. Augusta, Ga, May scotia Saikimeska | 
With the sending of Charlie Hammond 
to the state asylum for the insane to- 
day, there has ended for the present, 
at least, one of the most interesting 
criminal cases considered in Richmond 
superior court. 

Hammond, the petted and pampered 
son of a wealthy and prominent Rich- 
mond county family, but a sufferer 
from curvature of the spine, which 
has caused a horrible distortion of his 
body and stunted his growth to such 
an extent that he weighs only 80 

unds, although 26 years of age, has 

en in the custody of the county au- 
thorities since he plotted and executed 
the death of F. W. Medlin, a country 
merchant residing near Augusta s¢ev~ 
eral weeks ago, the killing, according 
to the officers, having. been carried 
out when Hammond drove up to the 
Medlin store in a big touring car and 
shot Medlin to death from the machine. 
He was later placed under arrest, but 
not until he had held the officers at 
bay in front of his home, where he bar- 
ricaded himself, for eighteen hours. 

When the case charging murder was 
sounded in the superior court here 
on Monday attorneys for Hammond 
entered a special plea alleging that 
their client was insane, being men- 
tally incapable of comprehending the, 
peril that faced him and of being of 
any rational help to’his lawyers in his 
own defense. The issue of his sanity 
was tried, many witnesses testifying 
for both the state and the defense,
